new Congress, which would not 
meet until after next March 4. In 
the larger battle, 34 senatorial 
seats will be at stake and one 
party must win 18 of these con- 
tests to 'get a clear majority. The 
Democrats have been favored to 
win control but the Republicans 
claim they will win, regardless of 
the outcome of the presidential 
race. 


The prohibition issue, incident- 


ally, may determine whether the 
Senate goes Republican or Demo- 
cratic in December. It has be- 
come an important issue in two of 
the three senatorial races. 


The candidates in these three 


contests are: 


Colorado—Karl C. Schuyler (R) 


and Walter Walker (D). 


North Carolina—J. F. Newell 


(R) and Robert R- Reynolds (D). 


New Jersey—Senator War r e »•• 


W. Barbour (R) and Percy W. 
Stewart (D). 


In 
Colorado, prohibition was 


made an issue with Schuyler sup- 
porting the Republican resubmis- 
sion plank and Walker making a 
qualified endorsement of Demo- 
cratic repeal plank. Walker was 
one of the few Democrats failing 
to receive endorsement from the 
national repeal organizations. 


In North Carolina, Newell is 


running as a dry against the drip- 
ping wet Reynolds. The Demo- 
crat won his nomination in two 
primaries while running as a wet. 
He has the endorsement of repeal 
organizations. 
Newell has the 


Anti-Saloon League endorsement. 


BOTH ARE WET 


In New Jersey, both Earbour 


and Stewart are repealists and 
have been jointly endorsed by re- 
peal groups. 


Coming to The Clif tona Theatre 


Democratic leaders have pre- 


dicted victory ror their candidates 
in all three states. The Republi- 
cans have claimed victories in 
New Jersey and Colorado—and 
declared Newell has a chance to 
win in North Carolina. 


The North Carolina race will at- 


tract interest—even though the 
Democrats view it as a walkaway 
for Reynolds. The state, for one 
thing, went Republican in 1928 
with prohibition as 
one of the 


issues. If the Anti-Saloon League 
can swing it again, Newell v/ill 
win. 
In such an event, he might 


taring the deciding vote to Wash- 
ington to keep the Senate Repub- 
lican next winter.

Constipation may afflict an infant 


at birth, or it may develop very soon 
after birth. Too often the cause is 
not determined, and the mother re- 
sorts to enemas or laxatives. Such 
treatments give temporary relief, 
but later the condition returns. 


To overcome constipation in an 


infant it is important to discover 
the cause. In many cases it is due 
to improper feeding, for giving ex- 
cessive quantities of mi!!:, or what 
the doctors call a "high protein'' 
diet, will cause constipation. 


Determine the Cause 


Another cause often overlooked 


is the inability of the infant to use 
the abdominal muscles in the man- 
ner necessary for proper elimina- 
tion. This is due to general muscu- 
lar weakness, and when this is cor- 
rected, normal elimination is re- 
stored. 


Many infants instinctively avoid 


elimination because of pain that 
may be due to a tiny fissure or ulcer. 
In other cases constipation in in- 
fants is due to a constitutional dis- 
order called "hypolhyroidism." In 


this condition there is a lack of se- 
cretion from the thyroid gland. 


Often constipation is caused by 


some intestinal abnormality with 
which the child is born, and surgery 
is the only method of cure. The 
cause must be determined f by a 
thorough physical examination of 
the infant, and where necessary, 
X-ray pictures of the intestines 
should be taken. 


Importance of Diet 


Diet is extremely important. It 


should include stewed fruits, such 
as applesauce, prunes and apricots, 
several times a day, and vegetables 
should be given once or twice daily 


Coarse cereals, such as whole 


wheat, oatmeal or hominy, to which 
a small amount of bran and butter 
are added, may be beneficial, but if 
any irritation follows their use they 
should be omitted. The daily amount 
of milk should be diminished, and 
malt soup extract may be added to 
the milk. 
Never give castor oil or other 


cathartics 
unless they are pre- 


scribed by a physician. It is safe, 
however, to give mineral oil, which 
is not a drug. It merely lubricates 
the lining of the intestine. 


To stimulate the muscles of the 


abdomen massage the baby's abdo- 
men with olive oil after his bath. 
This may be very helpful. 
Please bear in mind that per- 


sistent constipation in an infant re- 
quires proper medical attention. 
Enemas and home remedies only 
provide temporary relief. They do 
not cure.
